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REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 33 are pending. A restriction has been required to one of two groups of 
inventions, characterized as Groups I and II. The Groups, claims, and associated subject 
matter, as set forth in the Office Action, are as follows. 

I. Claims 1-23, drawn to compounds of formula I and processes 
for preparing compound of formula I. 

II. Claims 24-33, drawn to processes for preparing compounds of 
formula Ilia. 

Applicants hereby elect for prosecution the claims of Group I. Applicants hereby 
further elect the species as exemplified by compound (+)-14 found in Example 11 at page 33 
of the original specification.
